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TO OUR MEMBERS 

The Zoological Society of San Diego is a non-profitable Corporation 
operated for the mutual benefit of its members for non-lucrative pur¬ 
poses. The benefits derived from membership in the society are not 
fully realized by many of the members of the society who do not even 
make use of their memberships to visit the garden. To bring your fam¬ 
ily and friends to the zoological exhibits which is being maintained by 
you as one of the members of the society is one of the most delightful 
and profitable ways that you can entertain a guest from out of town, 
and surely one of the least expensive. To obtain the greatest pleasure 
from your investment in the membership of the Zoological Society of San 
Diego you should keep up with the improvements that are being made 
and with the new additions that are constantly being received. The new 
shipment which came in from Singapore and Sourabaya on the ninth of 
May should have called forth a visit from every member of the society, 
for there are things in that shipment which have never been on exhibit 
before. The pair of Biturong, carnivorous animal of the civit family 
being especially characterized by their prehensile tails, was perhaps the 
most interesting. 

The management appreciates that many members of the society have 
joined not because they are personally interested in such an exhibit, but 
because they are interested in seeing the other objects of the society at¬ 
tained. Nevertheless these very persons are urged to visit the Zoologi¬ 
cal Garden for we feel sure that such visits will create in them an in¬ 
terest, if not in all of the exhibits at least in a few individuals and that 
they will be amply repaid for the effort that it may prove at first. 
Some of the things that we especially wish that the members would 
see at least once are; Maggie and Jiggs at their lunch which is served 
promptly at 2 P. M. every day in the week. The Man of War birds which 
are fed at 4 P. M. catching their food in the air thrown to them by 
their keeper. Did you ever see a huge land tortoise eat a banana or a 
bunch of carrots ? It is so entertaining that news reels have been taken 
of it for distribution on a large circuit. They are fed between one and 
two o’clock every afternoon. During the heat of the day—every day- 
just after noon the Elephants are turned into their new swimming pool. 
They are there for an hour or two and it is a sight worth seeing, one 
that can be seen no where else in quite the style it is done at your zoo. 
Make it a point to visit these four exhibits during the next month. 
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ADAPTABILITY IN SPECIES 

In wandering through the zoological garden one is reminded of the 
old song beginning* “Oh Pilgrim from the Indies; Oh Guest from out the 
North” for in many of the enclosures can be seen living contentedly side 
by side guests from these antipodes. The strange thing about the sit¬ 
uation is that in the semi-tropical climate of San Diego creatures brought 
from the hottest tropics and the icebound north seem to fare equally 
well so far as physical well being and comfort is concerned with the 
native fauna, in fact they frequently become reconciled to their captivity 
more rapidly for perhaps realizing that their chances for life if they did 
escape would be very small in such different surroundings, they adapt 
themselves perfectly to their artificial conditions. 

This is perhaps best illustrated in the bear group. The Kadiak 
Bear from Alaska and the Polars from Norway representing the one 
extreme, and the Malay Sun bears and the Hymalayan the other, are 
just as healthy, comfortable and contented as the California Black bear 
or the Cinnamon from our own latitude. This condition is of course 
largely a matter of diet, the tropical animals being fattened a little to 
ward off the cold and the diet of the northern animals being confined 
more largely to what would be their natural summer feed in the wild 
state, fruit and vegetables. 

Much false pity is bestowed upon the Polars especially because the 
public does not see large blocks of ice floating in their pool, nor is their 
grotto equipped with a refrigerating plant to supply artificial cold. The 
truth of the matter is that there is no animal which if properly handled 
adjusts itself more quickly to the climatic changes than the polar bear. 
The heat of the eastern summer does not interfere with their health in 
the least and eastern zoos have been successful in breeding them for the 
past few years. The zoos which have tried the use of ice and refrigerat¬ 
ing plants have lost their bears during the first summer with pneumonia 
or colds because becoming overheated in their play they jump into icy 
water and are too suddenly chilled. Animals are subject to the same 
reactions that humans enjoy and it is common knowledge that a tepid 
bath will reduce the temperature of the body more effectively than the 
cold shower which stimulates greater circulation of the blood. Hence 
the pool of the temperature of the air is the best equipment for winter 
and summer. The polar bears spend as much time in the water in the 
winter as they do in the summer and although it may send chills to the 
marrow of your bones to see them splash into the pool on a morning 
when the temperature stands about forty, they enjoy it just as much as 
they seem to when the heat makes you almost willing to try it with 
them. The only other bears which ever use the pool except for drink¬ 
ing purposes are the Kadiak and Hymalayan, the former spending much 
time just lying in the water. 

In addition to the careful feeding to assist in the climatic adjust¬ 
ments, the bears themselves take care of this condition by extra heavy 
shedding during the late spring to prepare them for the heat of the 


summer. 
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To Mr. and Mrs. Felis Pardus “Black” 

The most notable birth that we can report for the two past months 
is a pair of Black Panther cubs which were born on May 16th. The par¬ 
ents of these cubs were brought over in the Australian shipment which 
Robert Bean consummated. The trip over was very hard upon them and 
during the severe weather between Vancouver and San Francisco a litter 
of cubs was born which did not survive. They have had some difficulty 
acclimating themselves and the much hoped for cubs were late in arriv¬ 
ing. The Black Panther is the most fierce and the most difficult to keep 
in captivity of the leopard family—the parents of these have never 
ceased to resent the proximity of the public and never remain out in 
sight during the daylight hours unless compelled to do so. They still 
spit and show their teeth as fiercely as they did upon their acquisition, 
but they have learned that to leap at their visitors against the wire of 
their cage is futile.

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SNAKE COLLECTING 


For the first time the Zoological Society has put a collector in the 
field for more than a brief expedition. F. E. Walker who has proved 
to the satisfaction of those interested in this department that he is a 
snake collector of much skill, has been employed to collect jointly for the 
Natural History museum and the Zoological Garden. During the first 
few months, while the snake season is at the best, he will devote his 
time exclusively to the collection of snakes and other reptiles. It is poss¬ 
ible that later in the season he will be sent out after birds, small mam¬ 
mals and even later will probably collect down the coast for sea birds. 

Not only will this systematic collecting add to the exhibits of both of 
the societies employing him, but it will also add much scientific infoima- 
tion to that already existing in regard to the animal life of the South¬ 
west. For it is to the southern part of California and the nearby states 
that his efforts will be confined for the next year at least.

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DONATIONS OF CAGES 

Recent donations of grottoes to the Zoological Garden include the 
three fine cages intended for the Anthropoid Apes which have been 
donated by the Standard Iron Company and the Acme Ornamental Iron 
Company. The two presented to the Zoo by the Standard Iron Company 
are waiting shipment of wire from the east before they will be complete. 
The work then will immediately start on the third cage which is the gift 
of the Acme Company. 

The Elephant pool is complete and in operation; this is the gift of 
our generous patron Miss Anne Zimmerman whose name is familiar to 
all the regular visitors to the Zoo. The rails for the stockade surround¬ 
ing this pool are the gift of the San Diego Electric Railway who furnish¬ 
ed the same material for the first unit of the stockade several years ago. 
A cockatoo cage was donated by Dr. Wegeforth in order that the Lead- 
beater Cockatoos might be separated from the other species. The last 
gift which will be used for the building of dove and pigeon cages was a 
generous check from Mrs. Eudora Hull Spalding of Pasadena and Sespe 
Rancho, Ventura County. Mrs. Spalding is one of the best known bird 
fanciers of California and is making a choice collection of birds in her 
aviary on the Sespe Rancho.

There have been many new specimens added to the collection of ani¬ 
mals, birds and reptiles at the Zoological Garden during the past two 
months, and the members of the society should take particular pains to 
become familiar with such additions as they appear.
